Much creqit is given to the 
“miracle “workers” for bringing 
about the first National Confer- 
Ence on the Life，Influence and 
the Role of the Chinese in the 
United States, 1776-1960. 

8Sponsored by the Chinese 
Historical Society of America, and 
iendorsed by two official bicen- 
fennial organizations，the confer- 
jence could well have simply been 
ieancelled or postponed when gov- 
ernmental and foundation fund- 
jing did not materialize，despite 
two and a half years of careful 
Planning， It was through the 
doggedness of its conference chair- 
man，the persistence of some of 
the committee members, as well as 
the magnanimity of the speakers 
who dispensed with the honor- 
arium that the conference became 
a reality. The three-day confer- 
ence was held at the University of 
San Francisco in July 1975. The 
Proceeaings/Papers is now avail- 
_able. 

As stated by Thomas W. Chinn， 
Chairman;“History is 1ot the sole 
idqdomain of the qualjlified writer or 
historian.”This is exemplified by 
materials generally_ published by 
historical societies which are not 


asponderous and detailed as those 


foundq in journals of the profes- 
Sional historical associations cater- 
ing to _ academicians and estab- 
lished historians，Thus，the Pres- 
entations iD the Proceedings/ 
Papers are of mixed quality， 
ranging from informal，extem- 
poraneous commentaries to schol- 
arly works. Length of the papers 
extends from two and a half to 
twenty-six Pages.

A bone of contention was the

In adqition to his duties at 
Cameron House，Choy also serves 
on the boards and committees of 
many community organizations 
such as the On Lok Senior Health 
Services, the Chinatown Coalition 
for Better Housing，United Way，

ter, and Self-Help for the Eldqerly. 
He was also involved with forming 
the Chinese for Affirmative Action 
office in Chinatown， 

CLIENTS 

As the director of social services 
at _ Cameron House，Choy coor- 
dinates the activities of his staff of 
Seven caseWorkers who are in- 
volved with family counseling and 
work with the _ elderly. Their 
clients are usually people referred 
to them by local physicians and 
health agencies. 

Choy, along with the four other 
members of the Social Service 
Commission must oversee all the 
welfare pojlicies rendered by the 
Department of Social Services of 
San Francisco. 

However，while they do have 
the power to decide what type of 
Services are to be provided，they 
dont have the formal power to 
implement directly，any specific 
program of their own. 

One of the problems that he and 
his colleagues on the commission 
face in this capacity is the 
reluctance of many to accept 
welfare benefits due to the stigma 
that is associated with accepting

Choy is a native of the city who 
attended George Washington 
High and the University of San 
Francisco. He graduated from 
USF with a degree in English and 
later Went to _ graduate School at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley where he got his degree 
in socia]l services. 

It was after his graduation from 
USE that he began a two-year 
stint in the Peace Corps. 

“ 工 was stationed for two years ip 
the Honduras. During the first 
year, TI was involved with various 
community development Projects 
such as building irrigation net- 
works and schools， The second 
year,，I was doing publicity work 
for the ministry of public health”. 

PEOPLE 

When asked what rewarding

Corps experience，he replied that

He was never a plant wizard or 
an inventive Scientist， He did not 
arrive in time to _ help build the 
railroads or clear the swamplands.

CARDENER 

Mom and eldest sister arrived in 
America in 1941 and then began 
the jleanest years for Dad，He 
Worked as a. gardener in Menlo 
Park until Sandy was born. The 
family then moved to a_ two-room 
apartment on Stockton Street in 
San Francisco for $6 a month. 
Dad remained a gardener and 
came home for weekends，doing 
odd jobs such as janitorial and 
restaurant WOTIK. 

The war came along and Dad 
got a _ draft notice， He appeared 
three times before the draft board 
with two crying daughters and a 
wife and was finally excused to do 
defense work at the Hunters Point 
Naval Shipyard， 

During the next few years，he 
fathered _ three more daughtets 
and finally the son he had long 


been waiting for. To support the 
family, he worked overtime at the 
shipvard and took on another job 
at a Chinatown restaurant On 
Kearney Street，To heljp，Mom 
Sewed at a sewing factory half a 
block from the apartment and 
brought home work to do at night 
and on weekends. 

Then Dad was put out of 
operation for a year because of a 
bleeding ulcer. Mom then bore the 
burden alone. Somehow we mamn- 
aged. We never remember going 
hungry. 

RETIRED 

When Dad became well again， 
he got a job at the Mark Hopkins 
Hotel as a janitor and there he 
stayed for 18 years _ until he 
retired， He always said that was 
the easiest job for him. And he 
finally joined the union，from 
which he now draws a pension , 

Dad's always been a 
abiding American. He pays his 
taxes on time and every January， 
he has one of us fill out his alien 
registration card, Although he has 
never been able to vote in an 
election， he has always been 
opinionated about Political issues 
and has kept informed through 
Chinese newspapers and discus- 
sions with friends at the men's 
club he still faithfully frequents. 

A _ running argument at home 
has always been the question of 
citizenship. All his children are 
American citizens and Mom 
prouqly _ became naturalized in 
1968. But Dad has always argued 
that he did not wantto go through 
the confessional program with the 
immigration authorities，Now he 
sayvs hes too old to gain from the 
change in status, He is happy just 
seeing his children and many 
grandchildren grow up as Amer- 
icamn citizens. 

Atthis bicentennial point in our 
lives，Dad does not have to wave 
an American 引 ag to show where 
his heart's at, Like many others of 
his generation; they have found 


their placesin America.

“Follow Example of Early American

On July 4，1776，the ITepre- 
sentatives of the original thirteen 
colonies in North America，gath- 
ered in Philadelphia，announced 
their independence and estab- 
lished a new nation 一 the United 
States of America，The colonists 
would not tolerate _ further taxa- 
tion without representation in the 
British parliament or Protection 
by the British army，The repre- 
Sentatives of these colonies were 
determined not to -suffer further 
oppression and exploitation by the 
King of England，They proudly 
stood up and fought a war of 
independence. Many colonists 
sacrificed their lives for inde- 
pendence and freedom. Their 
great Sacrifice brought forth the 
United States of America. 

DEEPER MEANINC 

July 4th is a day not only to 
celebrate ”American inde- 
pendence，but carries with it the 
deeper meamning of resisting politi- 
cal oppression and economical 
exploitation . 

The Chinese did not participate 
in the American Revolutionary 
War, When the Chinese came in 
the mid-nineteenth century，they 
did not enjoy the life and benefits 
of a free and independence coun- 
try as delineated in the Declara- 
tion of .Independence， To the 
Chinese-American, the promise of 
the proclamation of July 4th is not 
fulfilled. 

An example 这 point is ,the 
educational system in California， 
There are six elementary schools in 
and_ nearby Chinatown in San 
Francisco，The majority of the 
students are of Chinese descent， 
but none of the principals are of 
Chinese descent. The situation has 
not changed much even though 刘 
is known that there are quite 3a 
number of qualified Chinese that 
can be principals，As far as we 
know, there are not presidents of 
Chinese descent in the California 
State University system，and only 
one dean of Chinese descent,. The 
University of California system 
also has only one dean of Chinese 
descent . 

There is some progress -in other 
areas, FEor example, the California 
State Department of 了 ducation 
has hired three consultants of 
Chinese descent， The California 
State ， government and Several 
local governments have hired or 
appointed a few Chinese to serve 
the Chinese communities. But the 
general situation of the employ- 
ment of Chinese and the educa- 
tional opportunities of the Chinese 
School children are far from being 
equal. 

When we celebrate the Bicen- 
tennial year，we should remember 
that greater efforts should be 
made to make the holiday more 
relevant to Chinese Americans. 

SEVERED TIES 

了 However，there are two_ points 
that we can learn from the 
American Revolution， First，after 
the American Revolution， the 
colonies severed their political ties 
with England and were no longer 
controlled by British politics， 
They established a new nation on 
this continent.， We Chinese- 
Americans should imitate the 
early colonists by severing Political 
ties with China and not be 
influenced by Chinese internal 


politics，We should be devoted to 
establishing a new culture with 
the best of Chinese traditions 
combining with democratic Prin- 
cipals，and working for the wel- 
fare of the Chinese-Americans， 
The internal conflict of China 
has no relationship with the 
welfare of the Chinese-Americamn 
and Chinese communities in 
America， Even 让 a Chinese- 
American Participates in Chinese 
politics and works for one Part oOT 
the other here，he w 计 not have 
any_ influence on the Political 
Situation in China，He is merely 
being used for propaganda Pur- 
poses， We should .imitate the 
independent Spirit of the early 
colonists. Since we live here，we
